He proved to be too good a 
yachtsman for that, and aside from 
vigorous protests against interference, 
steamers, yachts and tugs made no 
objection to the verdict. 


He informed the committee that he 


would refuse to start in another race 
if tbe fleet of excursion steamers occu- 
pied tbe space needed for tbe yachts 
for maneuvering before crossing the 
line, and that be would withdraw his 
boat at any time when steamboats'in- 
terfered with the Valkyrie^1 wind o 
gave her their wash. The Begatta 
Committee assured Lord Dunraven 
that they would do every thing in tbei 
power to obtain a clear course. Bpeoia 
orders were given to the captains o 
patrol vessels. 


Both yachts lay at anchor off Bay 


Ridge all night. Tbe Defender re- 
placed her broken topmast with 
smaller and thinner one.

cording to some of the physicians, Is a 
sign that the disease has about mo its 
course. The record of yesterday seems 
to justify them in their belief. The 
thoroughness with which quarantine 
measures have been carried out and 
the untiring efforts of the Inspectors 
has had its effect in checking what in 
ajess intelligen£*community might 
have resulted most disastrously.

The Valkyrie Withdrew and the Defender 


Sailed Alone. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12 —The two big 


yachts were ready for the start before 
10 o'clock this morning. The damage 


d alned by the Defender in Tues- 
day's race bad been fully repaired. 
At 10 o'clock the wind was due west, 
blowing strongly and increasing in 
strength. The sea was smooth and 
the weather clearing. 


The two boats began to maneuver 


Tor the start and kept it up for over 
an hour, until tbe starting gun was 
fired/ The excursion boats kept well 
away from the starting line and the 
rachts had plenty of room. The spec- 
,ators were by no means absent, how- 
ever, for a long line of excursion boats 
and craft of every description extend- 
d from Scotland light to tbe Hook. 
The Defender presented a beautiful 
appearance as she scudded along with 
a free sheet and all sails set. She was 
a marker for the eaeer spectators. 
The two boats kept near tbe line in

BOABD OF HEALTH MEETING. 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Health yesterday 
afternoon 
there 
were present: President Smith, Min- 
ister Hatch; Drs.

President Smith said the Pacific 


Mail wbarf bad been quarantined and 
freight should be sent to other islands 
from that place. If freight was to be 
shipped 
promiscuously 
from 
the 
Inter-Island wharf, there would be no 
need of baring tbe Pacific Mall. 
The 


object of quarantining tbe latter place 
was for the protection of tbe other 
Islands. Shipping of freight from the 
Inter Islan>i wharf bad been stopped 
at noon. Only articles with special 
permits will be allowed sent from that 
place. 


A unanimous vote was obtained on 


the motion to have all foreign freight 
laided at tbe Pacific Mail wbarf. 


A unanimous vote was passed in 


favor of taking the remainder of tbe 
Clandlne's freight f om tbe Pacific 
Mall wharf, after fumigating the por- 
tion already aboard that steamer. 


Dr. Day was in favor of allowing 


quarantined vessels to come to the 
Pacific Mail wbarf for freight. There 
would be no danger and the work 
would be lessened. 


Member Waterhonse said such ves- 
sels should go ontaide tbe haiborat 
night, as there was great temptation 
for tbe sailors to come aabore. 


President Smith said be bad doubled 
the guard at the Inter-Island wbarf, 
in order to allow the W. O. Hall to 
discharge her sugar. 


A letter was read from a citizen of 
Kailua.

W. O. SMITH, 1'resldent Board of 


Health; 


SIB:—At a meeting of the Board of 
Health held on Sunday the 15th lust. 
the subject of taking further measures 
to stamp out the cholera was dis- 
cussed. 
There seemed to be a unanimity 


of feeling that, while the cholera was 
now well in hand, so long as the 
sources of infection remained, there 
was danger of' renewed outbreaks at 
intervale, which would continue the 
necessity for quarantine and inspec 
tion ana the injury to business and 
menace to life. It seemed also to be 
agrees that the two main sources of 
piobable contagion, now existing, 
were(l) the water in certain locali- 
ties: and (2) infected clothing and 
buildings. 
One reason for believing the latter 


to be a source of infection is, that 
among the large number of cases con- 
cealed nutil after death, the clothing 
and personal belongings of the de- 
ceased bava in most instances been 
concealed, manifestly for the purpose 
of preventing their destruction. 
The 


fact that this clothing has been scat- 
tered about the town id undoubtedly 
one of the causes of the isolated and 
otherwise unaccounted fur cases in 
Jocttlitles entirely separated from any 
infection. 
The method of neutralizing these 


two source:) of iufectiou was referred 
to two committees for consideration 
and report by way of suggestion to 
the Board. 
Tbe committee on infected clothing 
and buildings, consisting of the under 
signed, report, that they have con- 
sulted thfc Citizen's Sanitary Commit 
tee, and the inspectors act lug iu con- 
junction with them, as well as others, 
and this report bus their approval. 


Among other matters which have 


come to the committee's attention. Is 
the fact that duiiug the past two 
weeks, a Urge majority of the cases 
bave originated west of Nuuanu street 
ami makal of the line of School street; 
and, with exceptions, all of the cases 
during the last five days have five 
days have originated In the Palama 
aud Raliui section of the town. 


Under these circumstances, there 


has been considerable discussion o 
the propriety of strictly quarantin- 
ing that section and allowing no one 
to oome out for a given period. 


The conclusion was reached, how- 


ever, that this bad better not be at 
tempted, for three reasons, viz: 


(1) The Board of Health has already 


either dentroied or thoroughly dlain 
fected all buildings and premises in 
vhicb any cholera patients have been 
located, aud quarantined all other oc- 
cupants of the buildiutrS aud, in Wai 
pilopilo, btt» removed from the district 
and placed in quarantine the entire 
settlfmeut, amounting to over sixty 
people. 


(2) The Palama section is the most 


difficult of anv io town to effectually 
quarantine. It is divided hy only two 
main streets, Liliba anil King streets 
wi'ile it is interacted with numerous 
narrow, crooked lanes and blind al- 
leys, with large portions Intersected oy 
swamos, springs and ditches, aud hav 
ing no means of communication ex- 
cept loug, narrow, rice and taro patch 
banks. 


The cholera ca»es have been on both 
sides of King and Liliha streets. The 
quarantining of the infected locality 
•would therefore require a line having 
no natural boundary, nr nine one in 
eluding a large poriion of uninfectec 
territory. In either ca-e it would be 
difficult to effectually oarry it out. I 
the disease should increase in the 
future it may be necessary to (urine 
reconsider this subject, but, under ex- 
isting circumstances, the committe 
does not see ita way clear to recom 
mend such a step at present.

This proposition appears at first sight 
j involve a Herculean task. And MO 
t \yould K an attempt should be made 
vO carry It out by hired laborers aud 
without the co operation of the people. 
But "many bauds make light work," 
and If every householder aud person 
n town will disinfect bin own premi- 
ses and belongings on u given day tbe 
work can beacoomplishedon that day. 


Your committee believe that tbe 


proposition ia entirely practical If the 
procedure 
bereuuiier 
Indicated Is 


idopteri. 
If sufficient lime or other disinfect- 


ants were available, we should recom 
mend that the disinfecting procedure 
bereunder suggested be applied to the 
whole city. The committee has ascer 
talned, however, tbat besides thirty 
barrels in tbe possession of the Board 
which must be kept for current cases, 
there are only fifty barrels, newly 
burned by E. B. Thomas, available In 
;he city. No more will be available 
'rotn the latter source until next Bun- 
day. About 150 barrels Is expected 
by the Andrew Welch, now about due; 
but it is not here, and may not be for 
another week, and some of this will 
not be available. 


In addition to lime, there is avail- 


able for disinfecting purposes enough 
material to make 2500 ealloos of cor- 
rosive sublimate and 45,000 Ibs. of 10 
per cent, solution of sulphuric acid, 
with a productive capacity of 10 000 
Ibs. a day in addition. There are also 
small quantities of some other disin 
fectants hereinafter enumerated. Tbe 
committee has received extremely 
conflicting advice as to the relative 
value of tbe above named substances, 
and, therefore, do not express any 
opinion upon the subject, leaving to 
the Board tbe decision of what disin 
lectant shall be used ; but all seem to 
agree tbat lime Is good, aud as lime 
has the advantage of self-demonstrat- 
ing where it has been used, the com- 
mittee suggest that It be used where- 
ever practicable as soon as available. 


It has been argued by some that it 


is not best to do any disinfecting until 
there is enough disinfecting material 
to cover tbe whole town at once. 


Tbe committee are of the opinion, 


however, tbat it is advisable to pro- 
ceed with the cleaning and sunning 
proposition at once, and use what dls 
infectants are available at the points 
most infected; furnishing disinfect 
ants for other localities when they are 
obtainable. 
We recommend: 
1. Tbat the Board of Health, by for- 


mal regulations, order tbat upon a 
designated day all residence buildings 
and premises, iu the district of Hono- 
lullu, be thoroughly cleaned; and tbat 
all clothing in personal u-e not newly 
washed and clean, and all bedding iu 
use, be exposed to the sun all day, or 
during so much thereof as there may 
be no rain. 
2. That certain portions of the city 


which bave been most infected with 
cholera be designated as "Infected Dis- 
tricts; " and tbat in such infected His 
triots all carpets and mats be also 
taken up and likewise exposed to tbe 
sun all d*y. 
3 That in tbe said designated in- 


fected districts all un pain ted rough 
wood interiors and floors b« white- 
washed; and all painted flnort>, In- 
terior walls, door aud window casings 
and ver*nda rails, be washed with a 
disinfecting solution. 


4 Tbat in such infected districts 


all clothing not newly washed and 
cleaned, which will not be Injured by 
boiling, be boiled. 
5. While believing that the great 


majority of people will cheerfully co- 
operate with tbe order, It should be 
made obligatory; for this purpose, a 
printed notice should be served upon 
each householder in accordance with 
tbe term-of the statute. This notice 
can be delievered by the sub-Inspectors 
upou their tours of inspection. 


6. We further recommend that the 


Board furtn-h a'l lime and disinfect- 
ants and whitewash brushes needed 
free of charge. 
7. That ttie Board request all mer- 


chants and employers of labor in the 
city to, as far as possible, dircontinue 
business ou the des-igua'ed cleaning 
day, without stopping the pay of em 
ployees, In order to enable them'to 
devol« tbe entire day to cleaning and 
diriufection. 
It is probable tbat some household- 


ers can not do all that is required to 
be done in one day. They can con- 
tinue the next day and keep on until 
finished ; but tbe great majority of the 
buildings most in need of disinfection 
can be completed in one day. 


8. It is manifest tbat unless the pro- 


posed disinfection, cleaning and «uu- 
ning takes place under intelligent 
supervision, It will not be properly 
done. 
The city is now divided Into 21 san- 


itary districts, each of which is suo- 
divided into from 8 to 20 sub districts. 
Eacb district is In charge of a caniury 
inspector, and each sub district is in 
charge of from one 
to five sub- 


inspectors. 
We propose that for the day desig- 


nated the sub-districts be still further 
divided 
aud 
the number of sub- 


inspectors 
increased. 
If 
business 


houses will close and business men 
will volunteer to do inspection woik, 
there will be no lack of Intelligent 
supervision. 
We propose that each 
inspector 


shall further sub-divide his district 
and assign designated buildings to 
each sub-inspector by name, who will 
be held responsible for the carrying 
out of the orders of the Board in and 
concerning such buildings. 


9. We further 
recommend tbat, 


•when available, depots of lime and 
other disinfecting material be estab- 
lished in each sub-district of the in 
fecied districts, under the change of 
the respective sub-inspectors. 


Barrels should be provided, iu which 


the whitewash can be mixed and the 
other disinfectants 
contained from 


which it, can be served out in buckets 
hmught >y the people of the locality. 
Th-application of both tbe white- 
wash ami the aolullou can probably 
be-t be made with brooms or mops, a 
Hit-ap v i i i f t y ot which can be ob- 
tained i ii ijuantily.

In addition to the above we recom- 


mend that the Board adopt a regula- 
tion that all uupaluted wooden build- 
Inge and structures in tbe city be 
lime-washed, Inside and out at least 
once In six months; tbe^Cxecutlou of 
this order to be suspended until lime 
is available with which to oarry it 
out 
We believe that not only the 
sanitary effect of such a regulation 
would be good, but thftf the moral 
effect In inducing greater cleanliness 
and regard for appearances would be 
highly beneficial. 
We enclose herewith a, «opy of a 


report made by a sub-committee of 
the Citizens Committee, upon tbe 
available supply of diBinteotants. 
Although beyond tbe strict limits of 


the subject referred to usjfche action 
proposed is widespread anwadical, all 
information and suggestions available 
should be obtained, and the commit- 
tee suggest tbe advisability of holding 
a special open meeting of the Board, 
at which the medical fraternity of tb.3 
town be especially invited to attend, 
and where a more general expression 
of public sentiment can be obtained 
than has been obtained by Ibis com- 
mittee.

HONOLULU (H. I.), Sept. 16th. 


To the Citizens Sanitary and Relief 


Committee: 


GENTLEMEN:—Your committee ap 


pointed to ascertain what quantity of 
disinfectants could be obtained iu Ho- 
nolulu beg to report tbaf we have 
made careful inquiry, and find that 
there is no lime available at present. 
The thirty barrels ou hand with tbe 
Board of Health authorities ace re- 
quired as a reserve for special use and 
will have to be returned to the party 
from which they were borrowed out 
of the 150 barrels which are expected 
to arrive shortly by sailing vessel. 
From fifty to ninety barrels will be 
the probable output from tbe burning 
at tbe lime kiln. 
Any quantity of eommerclaljul- 


phurio acid is available. 45000 Ins of 
10 per cent solution and 10,000 Iba. 
per day additional. 200 Ibs. sulphate 
of zinc. 700 Ibx. blue stone. 150 Ibs. 
Oxalic acid. lOOOlhs brimntone 800 
Ibs. powdered sulphur. 75 Ibs nitrate 
of lead. 
A large amount of dislnfect- 


ine and creolln. 25 Ins. permanganate 
of potash. 
12J Ibs. bichloride of m.er- 


cury. 
Tbe majority of the physicians con- 


sulted by tbe committee recommend 
tbe last mentioned (bichloride of mer- 
cury) as the only disinfectant valu- 
able for such a disinfecting wash as 
would be required for cleansing walls 
and floors, although a number of 
them considered sulphuric acid, disin- 
fect lue, creoline, crude carbolic acid 
and permanganate of pota»h as good.

The President thought Honolulu 


was not out of the woods yet, altuongti 
it seemed tbat tbe disease was checked. 
It was to be hoped tbat no new cases 
of cholera would appear. If the report 
could be carried out it should be done 
at once. Everything was being done 
to stamp out tbe disease. The opinions 
of medical men were to tbe effect tbat 
cases might appear in a week or two, 
and If conditions were neglected tbe 
epidemic might be renewed. It was a 
big undertaking to carry out the 
recommendations of tbe committee, 
but It should be done as near as pos- 
sible. He believed that it would take 
more than ooe day to clean tbe city as 
outlined in the report, aud if more 
than one day was necessary then two 
days should be set apart tor the work. 
Business should be suspended for the 
time and everybody go to house-clean- 
ing wi'h tbe co-opt-ration of the citi- 
zrns and authorities. It was to be 
regretted that there was not more 
lime in tbe city for purposes of disiu- 
frction. Perhaps it would be best to 
go ahead with what was available 
rather than wait. It was the duty ol 
every citizen to do all possible to rout 
out tbe cholera. 
Dr. Emerson believed tbat half & 


loaf was better than no bread. He 
was of the opinion tbat work should 
be commenced at once and with what 
material was available. 


President Smith added that the in- 


spection and cleaning of tbe city 
should be attended to while the in- 
spectors were at work. A great deal 
of hard work bad been accomplished 
by those doing that duty and at great 
personal inconvenience, for whion be 
believed the people were duly grate- 
ful. 
The work of tbe Sanitary Com- 


mittee and Inspectors could not be too 
highly endorsed. 
Dr. Wood asked bow far tbe present 


supply of lime would go if used only 
in the infected districts. Mr.Tburston 
caid there were uot less than 2000 
houses In the infected districts that 
needed attention—part of them were 
painted, but the major portico weresof- 
frame and roughly boarded. In Chlmv 
town most all the buildings were 
rough and needed whitewashing very 
badly. 
Dr Smith thought that the present 


supply of liine should be used only in 
the houi-es of the natives where the 
cholera bad a peared. 
Better let 


Chinatown rest a while; present sup- 
ply of lime will about complete toe 
interior of the houses used by the 
natives and where the geruas origin- 
ated. 
Mr. Landing said it was an odd 


proceeding to have the Board order a 
general house 
cleaning.

had 


not heard of such procedure before. 


President Smith thought none of 


tbe f»mi les would object to assisting 
the B >ard in carrying out the order. 
He believed Iu makiutf it mandatory 
and see that It wan done.

Rev. Bishop wished to call the at- 


tention of the Board to the fact tbat 
Borne hardships might be inflicted in 
the mailer of declaring a general 
cleaning up. For instance, he and 
his wife were aged people, employed 
no help, aud were not able to perform 
that kind of work. He did not be- 
lieve the Board could oarry out such 
an order, and It was manifestly uu 
just to do so; some disoretlou should 
be made in tbe matter. 
It waa pointed out tbat If Mr. Bishop 


was not able to do the kind of work 
mentioned, It was a very simple mat- 
ter to employ someone else to do it. 


President Smith believed no petty 


question should hinder the work to 
be carried out 
If by carrying out the 


recommendations of the committee 
tbe danger of Infection would be les- 
sened aud an epidemic averted, every 
one should put their shoulders to the 
wheel and carry it out. 


Dr. Wood, In moving adoption of 


the committee's report, spoke of the 
danger of cholera being carried in In 
fected clothing. The germs would 
live several weeks In damp places, on 
damp carpets and matting. Cleans- 
ing the houses thoroughly would re 
suit in killing the germs, which would 
go a loug way In stamping out the 
disease; the problem would then be 
couflned\to earth aud water. Experi- 
ments Were being made regarding 
both of these. The doctor toki bow 
cholera germs might be transmitted 
to different localities by versous car- 
rying the infection on bare feet. He 
heartily favored carrying out the re- 
port of tbe committee aud believed it 
should be done at once. 
Rev. Birnie was favorably impressed 


by what be bad been told about the 
Hawaiians co-operating in the work of 
cleaning 
Mr 
Wight favored two days in 


which to carry out the work Instead of 
one. He dM not believe there was 
any inclination on the part of em- 
ployers of labor to deduct wages from 
those who assisted in tbe movement. 
As a further protection it rnleht be 
well to fumigate the business bouses 
during tbe period of suspension of 
trade 
Several parties infected with 


cholera had circulated throughout tbe 
city before going to the cholera hos- 
pital, and through this means tbe in 
fection might hove been carried to 
different stores. 
Dr. Smith suggested tbat the In- 


spectors be instructed to ascertain 
bow many bouxes needed thorough fu- 
migation and whitewashing.especially 
those Inhabited by natives. Different 
kinds of disinfectants could be used on 
other houses. 
President Smith favored tbe sug- 


gestion that tbe inspectors make re- 
ports of tbe 
Infected districts and 


action be taken on their recommends 
lions. 
Mr. Thurstoo was positive that tbe 


most important thing to be avoided 
was discrimination. Tbe natives were 
more than anxious to bave their 
bouses cleaned aud whitewashed at 
tbe expense of the Government. They 
wou'd be dlsappoimed if lime was uot 
famished them for tbe purpose; the 
natives would render all the assistance 
possible In carrying out tbe work. 
Replying to a question of Mr. Kin- 


bey as to bow long tbe tabu on fish 
would remain in force, Dr. Day said 
be was not prepared at tbe moment 
to say, but thought it would not be 
8ufx to use fish until thirty days after 
tbe disease bad been wiped out. 


On motion of Dr. Wood tbe report 


of tbe committee was unanimously 
adopted. 


Concerning tbe public meeting of 


the Board, as mentioned in the report, 
Mr.Tburston believed it imperative to 
secure the co-operation of tbe people 
and the entire medical 
fraternity. 


Such a course would have a tendency 
to carry tbe w >rk out more thorough- 
ly, which was earnestly desired. 


In this connection President Smith 


paid the members of the Board and 
physicians who bad co-operated with 
them a very high compliment. All 
tbe physicians in the city—with three 
or four, exceptions—had worked day 
and night to assist in stamping out 
the epidemic. 
They had sacrificed 


time, money, practice and health in 
the public sei vice. When tbe cholera 
first made its appearance, President 
Smith stated that special and personal 
invitation had been given to all the 
physicians to co-operate with the 
Board. Since that time, himself and 
others of tbe Board had called upon 
aud personally requested all tbe phy- 
sicians to assist. He was very glad to 
invite them and have their assist- 
ance. It was to the honor and credit 
of the physicians that had doue their 
duty nobly that a great public calam 
ity had been .averted. Cbolera is a 
calamity and had already claimed 
many victims, notwithstanding all 
tbat bad been done. While be woulc 
be pleased to bave the assistance ol 
every one durlne tbe epidemic, the 
Board did not intend being hampered 
by any ooe.

Feathers Last Night.

been eecured from hla borne, the man 
•was taken there In a buck. 
While at police headquarters uml 


undergoing a bard ecraplug OoiHrey 
talked freely about the matUr, but 
said he could not identify any of the 
parties. He vouchsafed tbe informa- 
tion that the men maltreated him 
shamefully, and 
ufter tarring and 


feathering mm, placed a rope tuade of 
a handkerchief around tbe neck and 
bung him to a tree. Thinking tbat 
be bad been done for, the men cut 
him down before leavlug. 


Godfrey bore a rather dilapidated 


appearance, one eye being black and 
bruises about tbe cheat. He claims 
tbat he was beaten into insensibility, 
and as a consequence could not give a 
clear account of what occurred. 


The first case of tar and feathers in 


Honolulu for some years, if not tbe 
first, was carried out last night by 
four or five determined, but unknown 
individuals, the victim being Frank 
Godfrey, well known In this city, on 
the other islands, and at the Coast. 


Bo far as can be gathered, the 


causes that led up to the affair ema- 
nated from remarks made by Godfrey 
concerning experiences of hia while in 
the cholera hospital undergoing treat- 
ment for that disease. Ever since 
Godfrey was released from the hospi- 
tal he has assiduously circulated false 
and damaging reports about people 
being buried alive at that place, or 
fumigated with lime before death. 
Following these reports, which have 
been circulated freely by Godfrey, 
came the anonymous circulars in tbe 
Hawaiian language posted on several 
street corners. The circulars reitera- 
ted in a measure the charges made by 
Godfrey. Whether there is any evi- 
dence as to his connection with the 
circulars is not known, but there 
can be no doubt as to the remarks 
credited to him about what he is sup- 
posed to have seen while at tbe chol- 
era hospital. 
Tbat Godfrey circulated these dam- 
aelne and at once false statements 
can be fully substantiated. No later 
than a couple of days ago he told Mr. 
Tburston about tbe matter. That 
eentleman told him plainly that be 
was a falsifier, at the same time 
admonishing him 
to desist 
from 


further circulation of such remarks. 
In replying to the conversation by 
Godfrey, Mr. Thurston said that 
everybody was working for a common 
purpose and against tbe strongest of 
enemies, except he (Grdfrey), who 
was doing all be could to*tir up strife 
of all kinds. Some sage advice was 
given the party by Mr. Thuretpn. 
The numerous statements by God- 


frey having come to the knowledge of 
the Citizens Sanitary

Why People of the Other Islands 


Are So Careful. 


Honolulu People Should be Quarantined 


n» Long as Belglc Passengers 


Not Well Equipped. 


MJK. EDITOB:—In your issue of the 


10th 
instant you have an editorial 


censuring people of the island of Ha- 
waii for their efforts in trying to keep 
away the cholera, and say that "The 
Board of Health has had the other 
4slanda under consideration as care- 
fully as It bad the island of Oahu.'V 
and "is in a better position to judge 
of the best course to take than those 
in the remote districts," and that for 
the people of Hawaii " to suspect for 
a moment that their friends in Hono- 
lulu wonM allow them to be put in 
jeopardy, is in the nature of an in- 
sult," and tbat all the above applies 
equally to the people of Kauai and 
Maul. 
. 
Now 1 arise to make a few remarks 


in defense of the people of Kauai and 
the "other islands." If the Board of 
Health of Honolulu requires passen- 
gers from an Infected port of Japan to 
be quarantined until eighteen days 
have elapsed from the time of their 
departure from said infected port be- 
fore they are set at liberty in Hono- 
lulu, why should we people on the 
other islands be denied the same pro- 
tection in regard to passengers arriv- 
ing from cholera-beridden Honolulu ? 
Again, if tbe Board of Health will 
f 


ive passengers and steamers a clean 
111 of health after only a five days 


quarantine and allow them to leave 
tor the other islands, why did they 
keep the Belglc passengers so long in 
quarantine when she airlved with a 
clean bill of health ? 


And, 
anyway, if tbe Board of Health 


is so all-wise, bow did they come to 
allow tbe cholera in Honolulu at all ? 
You've got it there, notwithstanding 
the precautions they took, and which 
precautions you, Mr. Editor, and some 
others in Honolulu, seem to wish to 
deny to us. It seems to me it is the 
province of the Board of Health to 
encourage (and compel) people to take 
sanitary precautions rather than to 
discourage them, and a little over- 
zealoasness should be excused and 
overlooked rather than condemned. 
It is the unanimous sentiment on 


this island that we should have as 
strong or even more stringent qna/an- 
tine protection than is demanded by 
all civilized foreign countries. 
You 
took the usual precautions, and you 
have the disease. If we were all civil- 
ized and intelligent, the usual restrlc 
tions would, perhaps, do; but, with 
ignorant natives among us, more is 
necessary, as you in Honolulu koow 
to your cost. And tbe great majority 
of a plantation population consists of 
ignorant natives, Chinese and Japan- 
ese, with only one doctor in the dis- 
trict.

. . ... 
You insinuate or Intimate tbat the 


wisdom of Honolulu should be all- 
sufficient for us of the other Islands. 
Now, 
we In Kauai believe that tbe 


Board of Health, if left alone, has no 
objections to our helping them keep 
this disease away from this island, but 
we also believe tbat pressure has been 
brought to bear on them by the mer- 
chants, agents and steamship com- 
panies of Honolulu, who dou't want 
business to come to a standstill. Self- 
preservation Is the first law of nature, 
and we intend to help the Board of 
Health keep the cholera away from us. 
If the people of Honolulu have such 
an immense interest in our welfare, 
we can assure them that we have a 
9till greater interest in it. You got 
tbe scourge in spite of your wisdom 
and your precautions; now, don't 
blame us if we try to avoid the same 
fate. 
. . 
Of course, a strict quarantine is a 
hardship, but we are tbe sufferers; 
aud, if we can stand it, we think the 
Honolulu people can. And when we 
of the other islands can't stand it any 
longer, and want to ease up on it a 
little, we will let you know. In con- 
clusion, I would say that Kanai peo- 
ple have sympathy and admiration 
for the Board of Health in this their 
time of pilikia, and hope they will be 
able to speedily stamp out tbe dread 
disease.

LAW SBT AT NADQHT. 


Oo Tuesday evening this oom- 


munity was treated to an example 
of border-life barbariiy, which, al- 
though treated in a more or less 
humorous manner in the town gos- 
sip, can be regarded as nothing 
more or lesa than an indecent blot 
on the good name of the city, to 
say nothing of the laws of the land. 
It makes no difference how exten- 
uating the circumstances may have 
been or how richly the members of 
the self-appointed vigilance com- 
mittee may have considered their 
victim deserved punishment, there 
is absolutely no argument that can 
be brought forward that fill save 
the men implicated in this tar and 
feathering party from the odium of 
cowardice and an utter lack of 
those qualities which go to make 
up a retpscted citizen. 


If this city has come to a point 


where persanal or public wrongs 
are to be redressed by vigilance 


WHILE there may not be "any 


particular danger" in the Chinese 
wash houses in their present loca- 
tion, it cannot be said that this 
public eyesore adds to the attrac- 
tions of the city or that it is con- 
ducive to a good sanitary condition. 
The public will be quite as relieved 
when the wash houses, in their 
present condition, are put out of 
existence as it was when the fish 
market was reduced to smouldering 
ruins.

Scrapping 
horses in the middle of the stream 
would be good common sense com- 
pared with such a move. 


committees and white cap parties, 
it is time the people began to look 
about themselves and adopt vigor- 
ous treatment for some of the indi- 
viduals within our borders. The 
whole affair smacks of the semi- 
civilization in districts where law 
and order is a theoretical general- 
ity—a good thing to talk about but 
seldom brought into practice. 
If a 


person makes himself obnoxious to 
the public or any select class of in- 
dividuals, the ways and means for 
bringing him to account are amply 
sufficient without going back to the 
heathenish and cowardly methods 
of border ruffians. The law must 
be respected at any cost and in the 
present instance the only thing left 
for the authorities to do is to ferret 
out the perpetrators of the deed 
and bring the law to bear in such a 
manner that this outrage which is 
among the first of its kind, shall 
without question be the last. 


CAPTAIN MAHAN, who tells of bis 


experience in modern naval war- 
fare in the August number of the 
Century, says that Farragut's opin- 
ion that "the beat defence against 
the enemy is a well directed fire 
from your own guns" ie vindicated. 
Offence is more important than de- 
fence, and the most effective form 
of offence is against the crew and 
not the ship. The ship may be 
hurt by heavy guns butjthe crew 
surfers more from the small rapid 
firing guns. "The rapid-firing gun 
of moderate calibre has just now 
fairly established its position as the 
greatest offensive power in naval 
warfare." 
Captain Maban is so 


thoroughly convinced of the effec- 
tiveness of rapid firing that he is 
inclined to approve of the risk tak- 
en in keeping a supply ^loose 
ammunition on deck near the guns. 
The Yalu battle was considered 
drawn. Summed up broadly, it 
presents the successful resistance 
of two ships, armored, with a joint 
displacement of 15,000 tons, to five 
ships, partly protected, of 19,000 
tons.

ofKauai, for instance, demand an 
eighteen day quarantine of all 
passengers coming from Honolulu. 
Very likely this query appears 
sound sense in the minds of those 
who have not stopped to think or 
to study into the quarantine regu- 
lations of the general run of civil- 
ized nations. The eighteen days 
quarantine in vogue at this port is 
required as a guard against small- 
pox, and is in fact the longest term 
of quarantine required for any of 
the list of contagious diseases. In 
the United States the quarantine 
period for smallpox is placed at 
fourteen days. 


For the benefit of some of the 


residents of the other islands who 
are establishing regulations pecu- 
liarly to themselves, we quote the 
following from the quarantine laws 
and regulations issued by the 


•No fault can be found with a re- 
fusal to take freight or passengers, 
but a failure to take mails, thereby 
completely cutting off communica- 
tion with the outside world, is 
quite another thing. There may 
be danger in carrying fumigated 
mails from an infected port, but 
certain it is that it is not a matter 
of sufficient gravity to be given 
.attention in the United States 
quarantine regulations. Whatever 
Company or quarantine regulations 
may be, no captain, company or 
country has a moral right to turn 
away from another captain, com- 
pany or country when it is possible 
that their assistance may be of vital 
importance. 
Nothing serious re- 


sulted from the passing of the Mon- 
owai and we trust the same may be 
true of the Alameda but the good 
fortune of the pastes no guarantee 
for the future. It' was the inten- 
tion of the Government to send 
orders^ by the Alanaeda for fumigat- 
ing apparatus of which the city is 
sadly in need. This order is now 
delayed for fully two weeks and 
possibly longer.

BUDD FEARS CHOLERA. 


May Reach California Through Mex- 


ico—Letter of State Board. 


STOCKTON, Sept. 2. — Governor 


Budd was worried.today on account 
of the 'ecare occasioned by the re- 
port of the cholera epidemic in 
Hawaii. 
The 
emergency fund, 


which the Governor alone can call 
into use when there is fear of an 
epidemic, will be used to defray 
the expenses of a special meetitig 
of the State Board of Health, which 
the Governor has authorized Dr. 
Ruggles to call in his name. 


The Chief Executive told his 


physician this morning that he 
was not worried about the possi- 
bility of the disease coming into 
the State through San Francisco, 
for at that point is to be found a 
complete quarantine service, but 
he does fear that the scourge, if it 
is severe in Honolulu, will find its 
way into California through Mex- 
ico, where it is said the moat lax 
quarantine laws are in force. 


MEETING OF STATE BOARD, 


At a recent special meeting of 


the California State Board of Health 
held to determine what course to 
take regarding the possibility of a 
scourge of Asiatic cholera, the sec- 
retary was instructed to send the 
following letter to U. S. Surgeon, 
General Wyman at Washington,

D.C.: 


"I am directed by the California 
State Board of Health to communi- 
cate; to you that It istoarrently reported 
that Asiatic cholera prevails in sev- 
eral Oriental ports having steam com- 
munication with United States Pacific 
ports, and that it prevails also at Ho- 
nolulu, in the Hawaiian Islands, a 
foothold having been recently obtain- 
ed in that port through passenger 
travel by steamer from China and 
Japan. 


"Should this general and unofficial 


information be corroborated by con- 
sular reports, it is deemed advisable 
that the government should declare 
such Oriental and island ports infect- 
ed, and proceed to establish such quar- 
antine against them as shall iusure 
compliance with the quarantine laws 
and regulations of the United States."

PEED FROM PORTLAND. 


Direct Communication Desired With 


the Hawaiian Islands. 


Considerable quantities of bar-ley, 


bran, oats and bay are 
being 


shipped from Portland to the Ha- 
waiian Islands, where there is an 
extensive market fi.r such articles, 
which has been chiefly supplied 
from San Francisco. A great num- 
ber of animals are used on the sugar 
plantations. 
For instance, one 


sugar grower works several hun- 
dred mules and raises no feed for 
them,* &9 It pays him better to raise 
sugar cane and buy feed. Oats are 
very cheap in this market now, 20 
cents per bushel being about the 
average price, but some sell for 
less, abd good, clean heavy white 
oats bring as high as 25 cents for 
shipment. Owing to the Altmore 
not touching at Honolulu, a lot of 
hay and similar stuff has been 
shipped by the Signal to Vancouv- 
er, B. C , to be forwarded to Hono- 
lulu by the Australian steamer. 
Some 600 tons of hay alone have 
been shipped from here to the isl- 
ands during the past month. Cali-

REFUSED TO TAKE MAIL. , 


Captain Morse Afraid of Cholera. 


October 2d Next Steamer. 


Once again the people of Mono- 


lulu have a, grievance against a 
master of a steamer for refusing to 
take the mails to the Coast. The 
Alameda arrived early yesterday 
morning and laid-to outside the 
harbor. Pilot Macauley, Port Phy- 
sician Day, W. M. Giffard, repre- 
senting the Oceanic Company, and 
L. T. Kenake, of the postoffice, 
went out to the vessel and inform- 
ed Captain Morse of the situation 
existing here. 


When asked by Mr. Giffard if a 


mail would be taken, 
Captain 


Morse said the matter would be 
left entirely with the agents, who 
must assume all responsibility in 
the premises. This Mr. Giffard 
was willing to do, and said he 
would inform the authorities that a 
mail would go by the steamer. 
Replying to a question by the cap- 
tain, he was informed that it would 
take about four hours to perfect ar- 
rangements of fumigation and get 
proper authority from the Board of 
Health. When this explanation 
had been made, which was satis- 
factory to Captain Morse, the party 
started back to the city. 


Dr. Day having to call at the 


Kaala to furnish an order of de- 
parture for that vessel, the pilot 
boat was nearing where the Kaala 
was lying when Captain Morse 
steamed alongside and informed 
the gentlemen that the doctor of 
the Alameda had told him the 
process of fumigation was no pre- 
ventative against the cholera, and 
if he took the mail the vessel 
would be quarantined on reaching 
San Francisco; 
the passengers 


were afraid of the disease and he 
had concluded not to take any- 
thing from Honolulu. 


Notwithstanding the explanation 


given by the party that there was 
no danger of contagion from hand- 
ling mail, which would be thor- 
oughly fumigated before and after 
being placed in the bags, Captain 
Moree adhered to his determina- 
tion.

CHICAGO (111), Sept. 4. —Consul Job 


of Hawaii has discovered a plot to 
overturn the Republic of Hawaii and 
either restore LUluokalanl to the 
throne or set up a new government. 
Filibusters are being recruited in Chi- 
cago for this purpose. A private de- 
tective agency is said to be tracing the 
leaders of the movement, and at the 
first attempt on their part to make a 
hostile demonstration they will be 
arrested. 
Since his appointment as Consul for 
Hawaii Mr. Job has been sounding 
public opinion as to its attitude 
toward the struggling republic. In 
connection with some colonization 
schemes which the republic proposes 
to float in Chicago and other Amer- 
ican cities at an early date be discov- 
ered that men of some prominence 
here and elsewhere had already in- 
augurated a plan to organize here a 
body of men to go to Hawaii and 
overthrow the present government. 
They were to be recruited in Chi- 
cago, shipped t> various points on the 
Pacific Coast, gradually gathered into 
one or two large vessels, armed and 
set sail for Hawaii. 
The recruiting has gone so far that 
an ex-Confederate officer had been 
offered a commission in the army to 
be formed. 


Dispatches from San Francisco in- 
dicate that the formation of an army 
in Chicago has already been learned 
there, and Charles T. Wilder, Hawai- 
ian Consul, wiir keep a close lookout 
for filibusters who may attempt to 
embark from that point. The prompt 
action of Consul Job may squelch the 
thing without the attention of this 
government being called to it. 
Other advices than those of Consul 
Job are to the effect that Hawaii is on 
the eve of a revolution. It is predict- 
ed that if annexation does not occur 
there may be an uprising. 
The leader of the party which is be- 
ing formed is supposed to be a man of 
means. His name and that of the 
principal conspirators are withheld by 
Consul Job, who fears their use might 
defeat justice. Chicago seems to have 
been chosen as the base of operations 
because of all cities it contains the 
most promising material for an expe- 
dition of that Kind. The men going 
as recruits were to receive free passage, 
arms and allotment of lands after they 
had accomplished their purpose. 
Consul Job looks at bis discovery in 
a serious light. When asked about 
bis information this afternoon, be 
said: 
"I did not intend to make this pub- 
lic at present, for I have not found out 
all that I wish to, but the report Is 
correct. I have unearthed a deliber- 
ate plot to organize a well-armed 
body of men in this city, officer them 
with men of intelligence and means, 
and embarking from some point on 
the Pacific coast, sail for Hawaii and 
overthrow the republic. 
I have 
promptly advised the Government 
and am taking prompt action here to 
head off the schemes and expose the 
leaders. In a day or two I hope to 
know everything. Who the inspir- 
ing factor of the plot ie I do not know. 
"A strong effort is being made to 
place the whole administration on a 
sound, business basis. The republic is 
out of debt and there Is several hun- 
dred thousand dollars in the treasury. 
The army is DOW three or four times 
as large as it was under the Queen, 
better disciplined and better armed. 
Any filibustering party would meet 
with a hot reception. 
"It has been known for some time 
that in other American cities efforts 
have been made to form filibustering 
parties against Hawaii, bat I did not 
suspect such action was being taken 
here until I discovered .what I have 
within the last few dam. No more 
favorable spot for securnjg-adventur- 
oos men could be ftfoftd, and I have 
no doubt if I had no£ learned of the 
scheme it would have-been successful, 
so far as securing recruits is con- 
cerned."

Ball Lauds Freight on Hawaii—Object to 


HoT!DC to Go to Hllo—Natives Hold o 
Mass Meeting and Endorse Hatter of 
Landing 
Frelcht — Kahunas Tried. 


KAU (Hawaii), Sept. 17.—The W. 


Q. Btall arrived on Thursday evening 
with the freight that was refused 
landing on her last trip. The vessel 
had to wait until Friday evening be- 
fore permission could be gotten from 
Hilo to discharge. After the freight 
was landed it was fumigated for over 
twenty-four hours. 


The general opinion in the district 


is that the Board of Health should 
have appointed a committee of six 
from this district to act with the 
Board of Health, and to decide if it is 
safe to land freight and passengers. 
Surely Kau can produce six intelli- 
gent men who would be capable of 
judging for the district, and not leave 
our fate in the hands of Hilo. We are 
as much frightened of the cholera as 
Hilo, and would do all we could to 
keep it out. 


The latest act passed by the Hilo 


committee was that all vessels coming 
from Honolulu to Hawaii must report 
at Hilo first, and there a member of 
the committee will fumigate the ves- 
sel for twenty-four hours, afterwards 
allowing the freight to be discharged 
at any port on the island. Suppose 
the W. G. Hall on coming up should 
stop at Labaina and leara that the 
Maultes had passed a similar act, and. 
that she should proceed to Kahului 
and be fumigated for twenty-four 
hours and then be allowed to discharge 
her freight at Lahalna and Maalaea. 
She would have to go to Hilo and be 
fumigated again for twenty-four hours 
atter which she must proceed to Kailaa 
and work along the Kona coast to 
Kau. At this rate it would take her 
about fifteen days to make a round 
trip. If Kau had a committee of its 
own, it would most likely ask the 
Board of Health to give the steamer 
and freight a thorough fumigation for 
twenty-four hours while the steamer 
is lying in the stream, and then allow 
her to depart and discharge freights at 
her •various ports, thereby saving time, 
expense, coal and agonizing feelings, 
and no doubt have a more proper fum- 
igation then she would receive in Hilo, 
as the Honolulu Board of Health has 
had more experience than our Hllo 
friends. 
The residents ot Kau have the ut- 
most of confidence in W. O. Smith 
and the Board of Health. The Board 
has made many friends here on ac- 
count of the precautions taken to fight 
the dreaded cholera, and we would not 
have the least fear to receive any 
freight that was fumigated by them, 
as we know they would not allow any- 
thing to come that was not safe. 
A mass meeting was held Friday 
afternoon, which was composed of Ha- 
waiians only. A resolution was pass- 
ed that all freight should be landed 
that the Board of Health allowed to 
leave Honolulu. 
• We trust that the Board of Health 
will give this matter their careful con- 
sideration and fumigate the steamer 
before she leaves Honolulu ; also to al- 
low the W. G. Hall to take coio, po- 
tatoes, paial, etc , from Maui to Ha- 
waii.

TYPHOON AT KUCBINOTSU 


7frirtj-81x Ve»«el» Blown Ashore and 


All the Crews Drowned. 


NEW YOBK, Sept. 3.—A Herald 


special from Victoria, B. C., says: 
A destructive typhoon of unusual fury 
spent Its strength at Kuchinotsu 
shortly before tbe last steamer sailed. 
All foreign ships iu the harbor were 
blown on shore. With a few excep- 
tions tbe houses in the town were en- 
tirely destroyed and partly wrecked. 


Thirty-six 
vessels became total 


wrecks and the 
crews were 
all 


drowned. The wreckage, lashed by 
the awful fury of the gale, pounded to 
death hundreds of men, women and 
children clinging to tbe floating parts 
of the vessels littered over tbe sea. 
Tbe loss of life was enormous. 
Tbe 


crew of an American steamer spent 
the day in rescuing tbe drowning. 


An Irishman named Maguire res- 


cued a large number with a lasso from 
the lifeboat. 
The damage done by the floods in 


Glfu prefecture, Japan, is very alarm- 
ing. Six hundred and eighteen vil- 
lages 
suffered, 399 bridges 
were 


washed away, 20 people were drowned 
and 22,226 persons received relief.

days. Say nothing of my wherea- 
bouts until you hear from me 
again." 
In a letter written on 


board 
the 
barkentine Amelia, 


Wagner explains the details of his 
escape from Hilo under the name 
of G W. Moore,,having evaded the 
passport law by .stating that he was 
a tourist and had not been in the 
country thirty days. "I felt easy 
as we sailed out of the harbor, but 
a little nervous the following morn- 
ing when we could yet sight Hilo." 
Later he writes: "Should any in- 
quiries be made about me, say that 
1 will be back in Honolulu with 
something that will knock the 
paint business all hollow, and that 
you would not be surprised to see 
me turn up at any time, and you 
bet I will not. I am only too glad 
to have been able to get away. No 
more Hawaii for me."

WASHINGTON, (D. C.), Sept. 3.—•

ae Hospital service has Instituted a 
jid investigation into the facts in 


regard to the arrival of the steamer 
Belgic at Ran Francisco. This is the 
steamer that is 
supposed to have 


brought cholera infected Chinese and 
Japanese to Honolulu, and then to 
have proceeded to San Francisco, 
where her steerage passengers passed 
the quarantine 
officials 
and were 


landed. Press reports stated that the 
Belglo landed at San Francisco with 
three dead Chinamen in the steerage, 
all of whom" had died from cholera, 
August St. 
Surgeon General Wy- 


man had wired Dr. Godfrey, in charge 
of tbe Marine Hospital at San Fran- 
cisco, giving him an abstract of the 
press dispatches and directing him to 
investigate them. 


A.Teply was received from Dr. God- 


frey today stating that these Chitra- 
men did not die from cholera. No 
evidence has been adduced tending to 
show that there was cholera on tbe 
Belgio at any time, either before or 
after leaving China, but the Marine 
Hospital service taking the worst 
view upon the supposition ttat chol- 
era did exi«t, is looking into the 
whole matter thoroughly, and within 
a few days all the steerage passengers 
will be located. 
The sanitary inspector at San Fran- 


cisco, the port wht-re tbe Belgic land- 
ed, is under the supervision of local 
health officers, although the quaran- 
tine apparatus is controlled by Fed- 
-«ral officials, 
who 
disinfect and 


otherwise care for vessels after they 
iave been sent there by local author- 
.ties. 
i The Pacific Coast appears to be well 
-tlarded and it does uot seem probable 
ihat a cbolera ship could make an en- 
liy anywhere on the coast without 
Jetection. The quarantine stations at 
Port Townsend and San Diego, the 
Remaining principal ones on the Pa- 
siflc Coast, are under tbe control of 
the Marine Hospital service, and at 
Sther minor ports sanitary inspectors 
aav* been appointed who will act In 
Conjunction with the local health 
»ut nor i ties. Cholera has never been 
brought to this country from tbe Pa- 
aiBo aide, and there Is little fear that 
it can outer even should it prove true 
that it reached Honolulu in a form 
more or less malignant.

BELGIC ON THE BEACH. 


Second Officer George Beckman is 


Drowned. 


NEW YOBK, Sept. 9.—The Her- 


ald's special cable from Yokohama 
says : The steamer Belgic of the 
Occidental and Oriental Steamship 
Company, bound from San Fran- 
cisco for this port, went ashore this 
morning at Susaka. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 10.—A dis- 


patch received by Secretary D. D 
Stubbs of tbe Occidental and Ori- 
ental Steamship Company yester- 
day confirms the earlier telegraphic 
report of the accident to the- Belgic 
now ashore on Kings Point, thirty- 
five miles from Yokohama. 


According to the latest cable- 


gram received at the office of the 
company, 
Second Officer George 


Beckman was drowned. 
All tbe 


passengers were safe at Yokohama 
with the mail and specie. 


The vessel was rounding 
tbe 


point, which is a sbarp strip of land 
running oat into the bay, prior to 
entering Yokohama harbor. Ves- 
sels sometimes, but not always, 
hag it closely going in, and Cap- 
tain Walker mast have been mis- 
led as to his land bearings- by the 
coast fog, which hangs thickly over 
the mouth of the harbor at this 
time of the year. 


SAN FEANCISCO, Sept. 11 —Late 


last evening D D. Stubbs of the

Up to midnight last 
night the total number of cases reach- 
ed 85, with 60 deaths and 25 in tbe 
hospital—22 being completely recov- 
ered. 


The advent of the disease caused 


widespread consternation among all 
classes, and everything possible has 
been done to check its ravages 
Tbe 


Board of Health and local physicians, 
with the able assistance of tbe Citi- 
zens Sanitary Committee, have been 
untiring in their efforts to stamp out 
tbe dread monster. 


It is confidently believed that sno- 


cet-s has crowned their efforts. There 
has not been a case developed in tbe 
city since laat Friday until yesterday, 
which Is very encouraging to all. Not- 
withstanding this, there is to be no 
cessation of precaution until every 
vestige of the disease is wiped out. 


AB agreed upon at yesterday s public 


meeting of the Board of Health tbe 
entire city ia to be cleansed. Monday 
was set apart for commencement of 
the work, which has been placed In 
good bands, and will be faithfully and 
thoroughly carried out. The infected 
districts will be disinfected with lime 
wash and other necessary measures 
taken to kill tbe germs of cholera. 
In portions of tbe town where no 
cases have appeared, all clothing and 
household effects will be aired and 
exposed to tbe sun during the time 
necessary to carry out tbe provisions 
agreed upon by tbe Health Board. 


It Is to be hoped that every one, 


without respect to sex, nationality or 
otherwise will lend a helping hand 
toward making tbe work effective.

BOARD OF HEALTH JMBETINQ. 


The public meeting of the Board of 


Health yesterday was well attended. 
The sub-committee presented a report 
dealing with details of disinfecting 
the entire city as recommended by the 
Citizens Sanitary Committee. 


Discussion was general as to what 


kiudd of disinfectants should be used 
on houses In tbe infected districts; 
also mode of airing and sunning thi se 
uninfected. 


A large number of those present 


took part in tbe deliberations of the 
meeting. It seemed to be tbe general 
opinion that tbe avaiHhie supply of 
lime be used in whitewashing tbe in- 
terior of tbe nouses in the infected 
districts, bi-chloride of mercury aud 
sulphuric acid solution for cesspools, 
vaults, grounds, etc. 
Next Monday was set apart as the 


day of commeiiciug work of cleaning 
the city, which will include a brigade 
of paid whitewashes. Owing to the 
scarcity of lime and brushes, all tbe 
bouses cannot be attended to at once. 
The detail* of tbe work are being form- 
ulated by the Board of Health, and 
everything will be in readiness to 
commence bright and early Monday 
morning. It may require three days 
to finish tbe work, which is to be done 
in a most thorough manner. 


A communication was read from 


Manager Hedemann, of the Honolulu 
Iron Works, regarding tbe construc- 
tion of a permanent fumigating plant 
The old Kaimiloa was ri-commen<1>-d 
to be fitted up for tbe purpose. The 
Board favorably considered tbe report 
of Mr. Hedemann and will take the 
necessary steps to complete the pur- 
chase of tbe plant. 


As it will be necessary to order 


some portion of the machinery from 
tbe Coast needed in the const ruction 
of the plant, tbe matter was consid- 
ered by a special meeting of tbe Cabi- 
net last night.
